To the County and Township Officials:

It is a very special honor and privilege to welcome you to the 2020 Annual Meeting of County and Township Officials.
This will be my last meeting to address you as the Hamilton County Engineer. I am officially retiring effective at mid-
night on February 29, 2020. Eric Beck will be the next County Engineer. It has been a remarkable honor and privilege
to work for the citizens of Hamilton County as well as our Township and County Partners. I have enjoyed beyond
meaSﬁlre wo;)kling with you as a team to solve the many corridor challenges faced over the years for the benefit of the
travelling public.

The winter season so far has been extremely mild, and salt inventories are plentiful. Even though the salt supply has
been abundant, we did see the unit prices increase to almost $90 per ton. Hopefully a decrease in the unit price of salt
will be realized if the weather remains mild.

Local government cooperation continued to make great strides in 2019. Many of the larger long term projects such as
Winton Road, Sycamore Road and Cheviot Road were advanced to construction or completed last year. This was
made possible by leveraging and pooling our local resources to secure needed grant funding. The Hamilton County
Engineer’s Office (HCEO) 2019 Construction Program, with inclusion of the 20% Fund Program and the Municipal Road
Prcog(gam was once again 3 times greater in value than the local funding provided from resources administered by the
HCEO.

A very large effort was made this year to address major land slide problems that threaten the Hamilton County Road-
way System. The major slides along Cliff Road and Summit Road were addressed as well as one of the slides along
Hillside Road. Additional slide correction projects are targeted for the months to come along Asbury Road, Markley
Road, Wesselman Road, Witt Road and Zion Hill Road.

The most recent $5 Motor Vehicle Permissive License Fee increase brought in additional revenue in Calendar Year
2019, which made it possible to replace bridges on Ragland / Turpin Road and Keller Road as well as rehabilitate the
Hillside Road Bridge. A portion of this funding was targeted and set aside to help grow the local match pool to
strengthen our collective ability, along with funding commitments put in place by Cincinnati, to compete for other state
and federal grants needed to complete the $335 million Western Hills Viaduct Replacement Project.

A special thank you needs to be extended to Governor Mike DeWine and the Ohio State Legislature for listening to the
coalition of chamber of commerce, contractors, truck industry and local government representatives including the Ohio
County Commissioners Association, the Ohio Township Association and the Ohio County Engineers Association regard-
ing the need to adjust the Ohio gas tax. Governor DeWine signed legislation this past spring that increased the Ohio
gas tax by 10.5 cents. Many townships will see their gas tax revenues double thanks to State Representative Bill Seitz
who fiercely fought back efforts by some to erode the gas tax revenue formula for urban townships. The HCEO will
also Iloeneglt from this gas tax increase by generating additional new revenue to address future infrastructure opera-
tional needs.

The following report provides an overview of our past year activities as well as our goals and projects for the future.
Please review the enclosed material as well as the exhibits on display. Your input is most deeply appreciated.

TRAFFIC DEPT.

The traffic department Is responsible for the operation of 165
traffic signals, the maintenance of the pavement markings
and over 19,000 signs, and performs and reviews traffic
studies.

The Signal Shop maintains the traffic signals and school flaghers,
performs quarterly inspections, adjust signal timings, upgrades
equipment(l.e. pedestrian countdown signals, addition of
uninterruptable power supplies, new controller units).

The Sign Shop performs the long line and intersection striping on
the county roadways, plus the maufacturing and installation of
roadway signs.

BRIDGE DEPT.

The Bridge Department is responsible for the inspection and
maintenance of 421 bridges on the County roadway system.
By state law, each structure must be inspected annually.

- Annual inspection of all county and township bridges

- Underwater inspections of below water features.

- Load Ratings performed for each structure per federal law.

- Submission of all inspection reports to the Ohio Department
of Transportation.

Responsible for all plans for improvements or replacement of
county bridges:

- Development of improvement concept.

- Preparation and/or review of detailed plans.

- Preparation of notes and quantities for bidding.

- Selection of contractor for improvements,

- Inspection and project management of bridge and retaining
wall projects.

The Bridge Department also designs and constructs retaining
structures to correct landslides, which affect the public right
of way.

The Bridge Department oversees the dally work of the bridge
maintenance crew. The "Bridge Crew" completes routine
maintenance and minor repairs to keep the structures and
retaining walls functioning as designed.

and our Townships. The Office of the Hamilton County Engineer forwards application forms to each township
annually. The Townships complete the forms and return them to the Engineer for review and prioritizing.

After the review process, the Engineer presents findings and recommendations to the Board of Hamilton
County Commissioners for final authorization.

When approved by the Board of Hamilton County Commissioners, the Clerk of the Board issues a Volume
and Image number to record the legislation. The Townships that have approved projects are sent a letter in-
forming them of the approval.

The Township may request a warrant by a letter of invoice to the Engineer for the funds to be dispersed. The
letter must include the dollar amount being requested, the project name, and the year of approval for 20%
funding. The Hamilton County Auditor’s Office issues payment directly to the Township. The funds are for
use on the project specified. When the project is complete, the Township is expected to submit a full accounting
to the Engineer. Funds not required for the named project are to be returned to the Engineer.

Funding Source

he 20% program funding is from funds received from the sale of license plates within the Township

limits. This year, each Township receives an allotment percentage based on the year 2019 annual ac-
tual Motor Vehicle Registrations. This Fund provides approximately $200,000.00 annually, and provides pro-
visions for carry over.

Funds set aside for a Township for a 20% project must be paid to the Township, even if these monies ultimately
must be returned to the Engineer. For example, in a case where the requested/approved project is to be performed
by a Consultant/Contractor under the Engineer’s contract (such as engineering, resurfacing, etc.) the monies shall
be requested as detailed and forwarded to the Township. The Engineer will notify the Township of payment due by

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TRAFFIC OPERATION SUMMARY
2019

The Engineer’s Traffic Department is responsible for performing traffic studies, which establish “No Parking Zones”,
“Multi-Way Stop” locations and the “Warrant Analysis” for the signalization of County owned intersections. Any recom-
mendations resulting from these studies are then brought before the Board of County Commissioners who is the sole
authority to apply traffic laws (except Speed Limits) in unincorporated areas of Hamilton County.

The Traffic Department also completes the “Speed Warrant Analysis” for roads and, if a change of the existing Speed
Limit (lower or higher) can be warranted, the study must first have the Board of County Commissioners approval before
being forwarded to the Director of the Ohio Department of Transportation (ODOT). ODOT determines the just and safe
speed limit for that road in question and has the sole authority to set Speed Limits on County Roads.

In the process of performing these studies the Traffic Department gathers data that is valuable to the public for other
purposes such as manual and mechanical traffic counts. The traffic counts are available on the Engineer’s Website.
Another is the gathering of the traffic crash reports from the Sheriff’'s Office and Township Police Departments into a
database that can be used to better pinpoint crash locations by intersection, street address, and/or distances from the
nearest intersection. Annually the Department will review thousands of traffic crash reports. This can assist in ascer-
taining current and potential problem areas.

The Traffic Department investigates and reports on numerous requests and complaints generated from various sources
such as citizens, businesses, schools, public officials, etc. Also, they are responsible for the review of traffic control
plans (signal, striping and/or signing). Other duties include preparing detour plans, sending out News Releases to ad-
vise the public of possible closures and delays and the layout of newly resurfaced county roads in preparation for strip-
ing.
